An appaliing ocalamity hae Iniely befailen n
portlon of Brittsh India, Famine has been
muking feartul ruvages in the Hengal Prosi-
dency, and o the Madras Presidgnoy the dis-
Iress from the same eavee is desoribed ns only
logs terrible than that o Bengal. Residents on
the spol—trustworthy witnesses—in endeavor-
ingo glive some igen of the extent of the enla.
mity, deplet scenes of the most harrowing
gharacler, When the famine was at its helght,
the sturving poor, we are told, crowded lato the
strects of Caleutta, and it was cstimated that no
fewor than 30,000 to 25,000 starving people were
wandering about the eapital. At Mulilok's
Ghat, where the Bombay merchanis ralsed a
fund and distributed tood, there were nt one
time 7000 fmmishing sapplicunws crowded up.
They were deseribod as placed in order upon
an open  space waltine for the distribution,
“On une sidenearly 4000 Hindoos,each with a leal
platter before him, ‘were seatiesod on the wot
ground, hashly pariaking of the scanty dole
they received. On the other side were thousanda
of fimlshing Mussuimans ranged in like manner,
und watching with stlent and greedy eager:
nes= the meal of their Hindob brethren,
snd counting with bitter longings the minutes
tull their turn should come, Uonder the shelter
ol the Gbhat crowded the women, girls, and
children, Outside the gates were nundrads and
hundreds who hind lost their ehance till the next
distribution. But over all & horrible dead
stlepce. No chattering or converse, bardly a
sound, excepting when at intervale some wreteh
threw up his arms with ap ejeculation to
Heaven, wrong from him by the unappeasable
pangs of bunger,” DMore than this, officials
wrote home descriontions of mesting dead bodies
in every mn‘min‘:’s ride—bodies Iylng in the
road, with the villawe dogs eating them at lei-
sure. A Calcutta journal stated that in Bala-
sore, huving 4 population of 12,000, the densths
anmounted to J00 a day; and, on the Government
demanoing ol 12 ofiiclals s report aguivst the
libel, the Collector of the District repited thit
on the 6th August he had 245 deaths n the eity,
on the 8th, 151, and for the week ending the 9th,
126 a day, the bodies sometimes remaming
unburied  for three days. The provioce
of Orisea suffered the most egeverely, one
paper declaring that 400,000 souls have perished
in maritime Orssa alone:  Indeed, a telearam
from Inaia announces that hall the popula-
tion of Orissa have perished in the famine—that
i, fully two millions and a hull of people! An

Euglish journal remarks:—*1t is impossible, in- |
conceivable, ineredible that so transcendeutal u
horror, one so utterly besond all procedent, =0
utterly beyond imaginotion, should sectually
have occurred;” yet the sume journal expresses |
“OrI0Us mulﬁ'mng'll. that when the truth shall
have been fully w=certained, it will be found
that the estimate here given of the desolation
wrought by the famine wag not, after all,
greatly exageerated. It is thus it puts the mat-
ter:—""Two miltions and s ball of people ! twice
the population ot Denmark or ol Greece, vieht
Buffolks, six Hampshires, five-sixths of Scotland,
dead of hunger. * * * Tw, millions and «
half of men, and women, snd bavies, our sub-
jects, desa of hunger! \\Y'ny. we are Christians,
and il but one woman =0 flies, move the whole
force of the States to secure imquiry and relie
from a horror which chills the warm comfort of
our wealth, ILisa lie, incredible and wbeurd,”
“Ana yet—und yet—and yet,” it signiticant!
adds, procecding to adduce facts and tigures cal-
culated to show that, after all, the estimate
might be vearcr the truth than the Brtsh
people imagine, or would be willing Lo admit,
For truly this famine—this feartul, desolutine
calumity—iuvolves a terrible reproasch to the
Government of British Indin. India s rulad by
the English on virtually despotie prineiples, the
despotsm being qualiied professedly by the
“paternal” element. The Governmeot exer-
cisos, In fact, ab<slute power over Lthe natives,
It has a vast revenue at commund. Tt employs
i host of oflicials in every district. It 13 backe !
l){ an imnense military force., It roles pa il
pleases, without regard to the prejudices or the
wishes of 118 subjects, It is all-powerful in its
sphere; and being so, un oceurrence like this
famine cannot be regarded otherwise than a< a
deep nationnl disgrace, The famiue mizht haye
been torescen and provided sgainst,  ITn the dis-
trict where the suffering aud the mortality was
areatest, the crops, we are informed, failed
almost entirely for thres successive years, In
1864 a cyclone worked terrible ravages, deiving
musses of sand over the rice plains; the erops
of 18656 were Jworse than those of the year
before: and this seéar there bave been none,
an  inundwtion having swept  away  the
last chance of the wretcled cultivators, Yet
the Government at the tima the calamity fell
upon the couuntry, wasg busyme itsell with
measures for inereastng taxation, und drawing
larger rentals trom the nutives; and while the
famine was doing its work of death, depopulat-
ing whole distriets, the Governor-General of
Indig and the Licutenant-Genersl of Bengal!, i
seems, were in the pleassnt hills of the Himi-
layas, enjoying the cool climnate, and “ordering
stately ceremoninle.” And it as thus that Britisn
India iz ruled | Euvglund, we are told nowa
days, holds Indis by s woral tenure, and for
moral purposes: and by this wratimenst it is
nttempied 1o justily what would otherwise he
utterly indefensiole ng 4 monstroas usnrpation,
But it the sad history of the famine be na Hns-
tratlon of the way in woich the country i3 goy-
ernad, we fearthe rulers of British India have
vet to learn whai their responsibilities are to
the people of oue of the most uplum']nl regions
of God's earth.

The sdvice given by the President i most ex-
cellent, and we trust it will bhave weight with
the Legislature of Texus, Aside from the de-
mands of justice, there i nothing which oan
coneilinte public sentiment every where towards
the stutes lately in rebellion more rapldly and
thorougbly than their proopt wnd voluntary
éxtension of tull and equal elvil Fghts towards
those who were lately their sluves, but who are

now an inteeral part of their free and indepen-
'é““‘ population.

The contidence expresscd by the Prewdent in
the “ultimate” decimon of the people 18 slso
very well, and 18 onquestionably just, Bur, ys

by those elections 10 demand, 10 the exact terms
ol the Constitational Amendwent, precisely the
changes embodled in that resowution—but he
cannot doubt that they did mean, and do meun, |
that the substantinl prineiples o1 that amend-
ment—the maln enas which it proposes—the
absolute security ol civil rights to all the people .
of the United States—the equatization of politi-
cal representative power in the councils ot the
nition—the exclusion for a time from otlice oi |
leading actors in the Bebellion—the repodiation
of the Bebel debt, and the corresponding en-
Inigement oi the lepislative power of Congress,
shall be incorporatad into the rame aud strue
ture ol our Government, ns the essontinl condi-
tiun of its restorution. 1
It seems 1o ps clearly the daty of the Presi-
dent—hi eause it is clearly [or the public good—
to accepl this declsion of the people, amd Lo
cooperute, not grodeingly nor captionsly, but
In & spirit of wise and cordial sympathy, with
those who are commissioned to give it eficof,
Such aetion on Lis part 18 still pracricable, wn |
spite of the obstacles thun bave Deen thrown in
its way., Itinvolves no sacriice of personal or
otficial dignity—no surrender ol princple —no
upoue or upsecemly  coaformily o poilcies
devined unwise and perilous to the pubie gaod,

of evenuts, and to give the henedt of his adyice
and ald it pecessary. Me, Campbell 18 charged
with the most Imporant diplomutic mission
emunoting from our Gaverament singe the suwil-
ing of our Uommissloners who negotlated the
peace of Ghent with Groat Biitain, December 8,
1814, The objects of this expedition compre-
hend the absolute absndonment of the fmperial
enterprise of Louis Napoleon, root and branch,
the vecognition by France of the Republican
Governent of Juarez, & iresty of peuce be-
tween the Governments, and u Lrenty between
each of them and the United States. This is to
ve wecomblished, we presume. by Minister
Campbell, assisted by the presence of Qeporal
Sherman, In behslf of the United Siates, with
veneral Castlenau snd Murshal Bazaine in
behalt of France, and President Jparez and his
Secretory of State, we suppose, us the repre
sentatives of the Mexican Republie,

The whole credit of thas grand underinking
belongs to President Johnson and the Bwperor
Napoleou, and may be fairly divided between
them. As we are informed, Mr. lohnson more
than o 1ear ago hecumo satisted that this Mexi-
can inibrogho, if Telt to the red-tape diplomatic
correspondence 1hén @0ing on hetween Mr.
Sewnrd and M, Drouyn de Lbuys, wonld 4
its slow length ulong® to the end of the exist-
ing adminisitation, without any other pesulis
then ndditional complications, and that, sc-
cordingly, some -shocter road 10 a settlement
was demanded.

Emperor and his new Prime Minister, M. Mous-
tier, at blnrrmtz, where the srrengements sre
mwade which bave co fit* been developed in the
special mission of General Castlenny to Mexion,
it the hasty retirement of Maximilian, and mn
the departure of My, Campbell and General
Sherwan, charged with the lustruedons of our
Govetnment for Mexico, It §s probanls thst
but tor the melancholy econrequences of this
disastrous Twperial Mexwenn adventure to the
amiable and secomplished Fmpress Carlotta,
Meximilisn would have remained m the “*halls
ol the Montezumas” to meet General Castle-
nit. for the purpose of fortally turnine over
to him, as the ropresentative of Napoleon, the
Government receivad at bis hands, We may
excure the ungracions retresy of Maximilisg,
in view of his great alliction and me disap-
puintinent nnd losses ot his house, chargeable to
Fruvee aod Napoleon; but, for onr present pur-

[ cient that the Mexicun Franco-Austrinn empire

is removed witn the kmperor, and that the
const s clenr for a settloment with France and
the Mesicon vepublie.

The settlement contemplated, w5 we learn.
embraces the full re-establistmont of  the Moxi-
can republic and a treaty of peace and friendship
with it oo the part of France, including the
puyment of the indemnities or claims which
were the cause of the original armed coslition
of France, Eneland, ava Spamn.  The United
States will stend security for these indemuoities,
and will ijurnish the republic of Mexico the
tunds to meet them, in consideration ot the
cession 1o our Government of the Northern
minerul Statcs or departments of Conhuila,
Chabuuhug, Sonors, and Lower Calitornls, with
the grent Golf of Cadfurnin and all tts commer-
cial advantages. But the grand feature ot this
settlement will be the practical vindication of
the Monroe doctrine of European non-lnterven-
tion in the dowestic afinivs of the independent
Btates 01 thiz continent, ana (rom this sorthe.
aent we mny expect this doctrnine to become the
eatablisled law in this hemisphere.

The Adwinlsiration of President Johnson,
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identified with rhis great selievement, and |/

with the success of this ereat American doc-
trine, will secure a lssting renown in history:
and there gre still some other matters in our
foreign relatioys in the adjustment of which we
anticipate from Mr, Johnson ihe most satisiac-
tory and substantial vesults, to the exaltanon of
the Unired States among the leadirg natious ol
the earth. We have no dount ot the complete
and crowning success of this mission of My,
Campbell, including the establishment of the
